In regard to Applicant's Remarks (Remarks: Page 6, 2nd Paragraph) the Examiner notes that Markus does not have to teach "generating 
a slide presentation" or that the electronic form of Markus was identical from that of the presentation template. The Markus reference 
has been relied upon to provide motivation to the slide presentation system of MPP2000 for mapping information placeholders with user 
data and automatically replacing the placeholders with data. The benefit stated in Markus was that which was notoriously well known in 
the art in regards to automatically doing any action in that it relieved the user the burden of manually inputting the data. 

In regard to Applicant's Remarks (Remarks: Page 7. 2nd Paragraph) the Examiner notes that the query condition was based on 
which pre-defined slides (i.e. component definitions) were associated with a specific slide show presentation template when the slide 
show presentation was queried for creation. As referenced, the MPP2000 only teaches an all inclusive method in which every slide within 
a specific slide show is selected. As claimed a query condition that results in all components being included is not precluded. 

In regard to Applicant's Remarks (Remarks: Page 8, 2nd Paragraph) the Examiner respectfully disagrees and believe Markus 
teaches the benefits of a use threshold to determine user data not to be displayed in presentation. 

The Examiner wishes to thank the Applicant for pointing out the clerical error in regards to the unintended reference to Tso et al 
in the rejection. 
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
